Defendants Church of Scientology of Texas (“CST") and Cathy Norman ("Norman”) move this 
Court for an Order dismissing the Complaint in the above entitled action pursuant to Federal Rules of Civil 
Procedure 12(b)(1) and (2), on the grounds that (1) the Court lacks subject matter jurisdiction over this
